understood, without licenaa, it boiag tha 
source of mnch disaster.

Has always bean a Demo- 
crat Attended all bat two terms of 
Rowan Court. Sickness kept him at 
boaie then.

Tioua to his election as Common wealth's 
Attorney. He sent twe men to the pen- 
itentiary.
